REISSUE APPLICATION DECLARATION 



Honorable Sir: 

We, Dillis V. Allen and Scott R. Longueil, being 
duly sworn, depose and say that we are citizens of the 
United States of America, and residents of Elgin, Illinois 
and Schaumburg, Illinois respectively; that we verify 
believe ourselves to be the original, first and sole inven- 
tors of the invention described and claimed in U.S. Letters 
Patent No. 5,938,541, for which invention we solicit a 
Reissue Patent; that we do not know and do not believe that 
said invention was ever known or used in the United States 
of America before our invention thereof; that it is claimed 
that such Patent is inoperative or invalid by reason of the 
Patentees claiming more or less than they had the right to 
claim in the Patent, and the following is a distinct 
specification of the excess or insufficiency in the Claims, 
particularly specifying the errors relied upon, and how they 
arose or occurred. These errors arose without any deceptive 
intention on the part of the applicants, and applicants ac- 
knowledge the duty to disclose to the Office all information 
known to applicants to be material to patentability as 
defined in 37 CFR 1.56. 
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Original Claims 1, 6, and 7, in the Patent read 
as follows: 

Claim 1: A golf club head, comprising: a golf 
club head including a ball striking face and a top wall, 
means to reduce club head weight and permit the saved weight 
to be redistributed in the club head including a light 
weight hosel in the club head having a top surface that is 
coplanar with or projects upwardly a short distance from the 
top wall, and a ferrule constructed of a material substan- 
tially lighter than the club head mounted against the top 
surface of the hosel, said ferrule having a downwardly 
depending flange seated in a groove in the club head to 
resist side loading on the ferrule, said ferrule having an 
upper small diameter portion and a lower large diameter por- 
tion to blend into the upper surface of the top wall ad- 
jacent the hosel, said ferrule having an outer surface that 
curves outwardly from the upper portion to the lower portion 
sufficiently so its lower end is tangent to the upper sur- 
face of the top wall adjacent the hosel. 

Claim 6: A golf club head, comprising: a metal- 
lic golf club head including a ball striking face and a top 
wall, means to reduce club head weight and permit the saved 
weight to be redistributed in the club head including a 
light weight hosel integral with the club head with a top 
surface coplanar with or projecting upwardly from the top 
wall less than 0.2 00 inches, said hosel having a shaft 
receiving bore therein, an annular groove in the club head 
coaxial with the hosel bore, and a lightweight non-metallic 
ferrule seated on the hosel top surface, said ferrule having 
an integral downwardly depending annular flange seated in 
the annular groove in the club head to resist side loading 
on the ferrule, said ferrule having an upper small diameter 
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portion and a lower large diameter portion to blend into the 
upper surface of the top wall adjacent the hosel, said fer- 
rule having an outer surface that curves outwardly from the 
upper portion to the lower portion sufficiently so its lower 
end is tangent to the upper surface of the top wall adjacent 
the hosel. 

Claim 7: A golf club head, comprising: a metal- 
lic golf club head including a ball striking face and a top 
wall, means to reduce club head weight and permit the saved 
weight to be redistributed in the club head including a 
light weight hosel integral with the club head with a top 
surface coplanar with or projecting upwardly from the top 
wall less than 0.200 inches, said hosel having a shaft 
receiving bore therein, a threaded counter bore in the top 
of the hosel bore, and a lightweight non-metallic ferrule 
seated on the hosel top surface having an integral threaded 
downwardly depending annular flange threadedly seated in the 
hosel counter bore to resist side loading on the ferrule, 
said ferrule having an upper small diameter portion and a 
lower large diameter portion to blend into the upper surface 
of the top wall adjacent the hosel, said ferrule having an 
outer surface that curves outwardly from the upper portion 
to the lower portion sufficiently so its lower end is tan- 
gent to the upper surface of the top wall adjacent the 
hosel. 

During the process of conducting discovery in the 
case of Vardon Golf Company, Inc. v. Karsten Manufacturing 
Corporation, Case No. 99 C 6934, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the Northern District of Illinois, Eastern 
Division, the litigation attorneys for Vardon Golf Company, 
the assignee of U.S. Patent No. 5,938,541, found the phrase 
"having a top surface that is coplanar with and projects up- 
wardly a short distance from the top wall" to be an unneces-

sary limitation to the Claims in view of the prior art and 
the prosecution of the underlying application, U.S. Serial 
No. 08/960,966, Filed: 10-30-97, and also concluded that the 
term "tangent" was unnecessarily restrictive. This dis- 
covery was made during or about the week of March 12, 2001. 
The litigation attorneys also suggested that these errors 
could be corrected by a Reissue Application, a suggestion 
made to counsel for Vardon Golf Company. 

New Claim 8 corresponds substantially to original 
Patent Claim 1 with the deletion of the phrase "having a top 
surface that is coplanar with or projects upwardly a short 
distance from the top wall", and also recites that the fer- 
rule is mounted "adjacent the hosel". 

Claim 9 corresponds substantially to original 
Patent Claim 6 with the cancellation of "on the hosel top 
surface" in lines 5 and 6, and the substitution therefor 
with the phrase "adjacent the hosel". 

Claim 10 corresponds substantially with original 
Patent Claim 8 with the substitution of the phrase 
"substantially tangent" for the word "tangent". 

Claim 11 corresponds substantially with new Claim 
9 discussed above with the substitution of the phrase 
"substantially tangent" for "tangent". 

Claim 12 corresponds to original Claim 7 with the 
substitution of the phrase "substantially tangent" for the 
word "tangent".
